ANNUAL  GENERAL  MEETING  1966 

This  was  held  on  the  6th  July  at  the  School,  when  we  welcomed 
Bishop  Harris,  the  Auxiliary  Bishop  of  Liverpool,  who  took  the 
C  htur  deputising  for  Archbishop  Beck  who  was  unable  to  do  so 
through  his  recent  illness.  We  were  very  happy  to  see  Bishop  Harris 
as  his  links  with  the  School  are  so  strong,  he  having  been  the  Chaplain 
at  Walton  Prison  when  we  first  started  using  the  services  of  the 
prisoners  for  braille  transcription  for  the  Grammar  School  children. 
He  took  an  immense  interest  in  this  scheme,  and  gave  so  much  help 
both  to  the  Prison  and  to  our  School  Authorities  in  making  it  such  a 
success. 

The  Report  and  Accounts  were  duly  approved  and  the  members 
of  the  Committee  re-elected. 


PLANNING  FOR  THE  NEW  INSTITUTE 

The  plans  relating  to  the  road  improvements  in  Brunswick  Road 
by  the  Liverpool  Corporation,  which  so  seriously  affect  the  frontage 
of  the  present  Institute,  having  become  more  advanced,  negotiations 
lor  the  ultimate  sale  to  the  Corporation  of  our  present  buildings  have 
been  completed  and  we  are  to  receive  the  satisfactory  figure  of  £75,000 
for  these  old  buildings.  It  is,  however,  anticipated  that  the  new 
Insitute,  providing  100  beds,  will  cost  some  £400,000,  and  this  will 
have  to  be  found  by  1968  70,  during  which  period  it  is  hoped  that  the 
rebuilding  will  take  place  on  the  Committee’s  land  in  the  Prescot 
Road  at  West  Derby,  some  quarter  of  a  mile  from  St.  Vincent’s 
School. 

Architects  have  been  appointed  and  the  Superior  and  General 
Secretary  have  had  a  long  conference  with  representatives  dealing

with  blind  welfare  at  the  Ministry  of  Health,  which  was  of  very  great 
help  in  the  planning.  Visits  are  being  made  by  the  Institute’s  Officials 
to  various  new  Homes  for  the  Blind  and  Elderly,  to  gather  information 
and  help  so  that  the  new  Institute  may  be  of  the  most  up  to  date 
nature  in  the  light  of  experience  relating  to  the  welfare  of  the  aged  and 
blind.  We  have,  in  this  connection,  welcomed  a  visit  of  the  Working 
Party  of  the  Liverpool  Corporation’s  Welfare  Committee,  who  are  so 
actively  planning  to  widen  the  scope  of  welfare  activities  in  the  City, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  in  some  way  our  proposed  buildings  and  adjoining 
land  may  be  used  for  persons  suffering  from  other  disabilities  to  the 
mutual  benefit  of  both  themselves  and  our  own  blind  residents.  We 
welcome  in  this  connection  the  formation  in  Liverpool  of  the  Liver¬ 
pool  Association  for  the  Disabled,  a  joint  venture  by  the  Corpora¬ 
tion’s  Welfare  Committee  and  some  forty  voluntary  bodies  helping 
the  disabled.  Its  object  is  to  promote  buildings  and  services  using  the 
combined  knowledge  and  manpower  of  statutory  and  voluntary 
agencies  for  the  benefit  of  the  incapacitated,  and  we  are  glad  to  say 
that  our  General  Secretary  has  been  appointed  Chairman  of  this  new 
body,  whose  scope,  it  is  hoped,  will  increase  as  time  goes  on  and  with 
whom  there  is  therefore  a  very  close  link. 

Meanwhile  the  increased  number  of  beds  in  the  old  Institute 
referred  to  in  last  year’s  Report  has  proved  a  tremendous  boon, 
and  all  were  very  soon  occupied,  and  continue  so  to  be. 


SERVICE  FOR  OPHTHALMOLOGY 

At  the  invitation  of  the  Institute  of  Ophthalmology,  our  Chair¬ 
man,  Miss  R.  A.  Reid,  the  Superior  of  the  Institute,  the  Headmistress 
and  two  children  attended  the  Service  for  Ophthalmology  held  at 
Westminster  Abbey  on  April  20th.  This  service  in  the  Name  of 
Ophthalmology  was  organised  by  the  Ophthalmological  Society  of  the 
United  Kingdom,  in  conjuction  with  the  Institute  of  Ophthalmology, 
in  thanksgiving  for  the  success  of  the  Institute’s  Appeal  “  Light  for 
Sight.”  A  very  large  congregation  consisting  of  representatives 
from  all  medical  colleges  and  leading  medical  societies,  from  all 
ophthalmological  societies  in  Great  Britain,  from  the  universities, 
from  eye  hospitals  and  eye  departments  of  general  hospitals,  nurses 
and  representatives  from  the  homes  for  the  care  of  the  blind,  from 
National  and  Commonwealth  Societies,  the  United  Services  Medical 
Corps  and  from  international  ophthalmological  organisations 
attended. 

After  the  Service  the  children  were  taken  round  the  Abbey,  in 
the  afternoon  visited  Westminster  Cathedral  and  saw  as  much  of 
London  as  was  possible  before  later  returning  to  Liverpool. 
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TO  OUR  SUBSCRIBERS  AND  DONORS

must  again  record  the  gifts  of  the  old  age  pensioners. 

Several  of  our  donors  have  died  during  the  year,  many  of  whom 
had  been  contributing  for  20  years  or  more,  and  have  now  remem¬ 
bered  the  Institute  in  their  Wills,  and  for  this  we  are  most  grateful. 
To  their  relatives  we  extend  our  sincered  sympathies.  Masses  are 
offered  for  all  our  deceased  benefactors  and  the  sick  are  especially 
remembered  in  the  prayers  of  the  Sisters  and  the  Blind. 

The  thoughts  of  the  Committee  and  Sisters  are  now  busy  at 
work  on  plans  for  a  new  Institute,  and  you  will  read  more  about  this 
in  the  Report.  For  this  tremendous  project  we  would  ask  you  to 
continue  to  help  as  generously  as  possible. 

It  is  noted  to-day  that  the  School  children  all  over  the  Country 
are  especially  interested  in  helping  the  aged  and  those  who  are 
handicapped.  You  have  helped  us  most  generously  in  the  past  and 
we  would  ask  you  to  make  a  very  special  effort  when  we  send  you 
our  Appeal  at  Christmastime.

SCHOOLS  NEWS 

VISIT  OF  CARDINAL  HEENAN 

The  children.  Sisters,  and  staff  were  delighted  that  the  Cardinal 
found  time  to  visit  the  School  when  he  came  to  Liverpool  as  Papal 
Legate  on  the  occasion  of  the  opening  of  the  Metropolitan  Cathedral 
in  May  1967.  He  spoke  to  all  the  children  and  had  a  particular  word 
of  greeting  to  the  Grammar  School  children  and  their  Education 
Counsellor. 

He  then  inspected  the  new  additions  and  showed  his  keen 
memory  and  love  of  the  School  which  had  been  so  manifest  while 
he  was  Archbishop  at  Liverpool  in  his  comments  on  the  various 
improvements,  including  particularly  the  new  swimming  bath.  He 
gave  special  joy  to  the  children  when  he  told  them  the  real  reason  he 
had  come  to  Liverpool  was  to  see  them,  and  possibly  he  might  find 
time  later  to  preside  at  the  opening  of  the  Cathedral! 


A  Prize  Winning  Essay 

In  June  1966  Kevin  Carey,  one  of  our  Grammar  School  boys, 
won  first  prize  in  a  nation-wide  competition  open  to  12.000  Secondary 
Schools  and  organised  by  the  Hansard  Society  for  an  essay  on  “  What 
Parliament  Means  to  Me.”  Immediately  following,  the  Prime 
Minister,  the  Rt.  Hon.  Harold  Wilson,  came  to  St.  Vincent’s  to  see 
and  congratulate  Kevin.  He  spent  an  hour  or  so  there  and  spoke  to 
all  the  children  who  were  assembeld  to  meet  him.  He  then  talked  to 
Kevin  and  promised  that  sometime  he  would  take  Kevin  to  No.  10 
Downing  Street.  So  in  July,  when  Kevin,  together  with  his  parents. 
Sister  Aloysius  and  Sister  Clare  went  to  the  Palace  of  Westminster  to 
receive  from  the  hands  of  Dr.  Horace  King.  Speaker  of  the  House  of 
Commons,  his  prize — a  cheque  for  £25 — he  again  met  Mr.  Wilson 
who,  true  to  his  word,  took  Kevin  in  his  own  car  to  No.  10.  Mr. 
Wilson  brought  him  into  the  Cabinet  Room  and  walked  with  Kevin 
round  its  famous  table  giving  him  the  names  of  the  Ministers  who  sat 
in  the  various  chairs.  We  print  below  Kevin’s  essay:— 

“  The  Houses  of  Parliament  stand  on  the  banks  of  the  river 
Thames  in  the  centre  of  the  great  metropolis.  Todmorden  is  a  little 
village  in  a  valley  of  the  Pennine  range  where  no  one  goes  unless  their 
relations  live  there.  I  am  an  insignificant  blind  boy,  one  of  millions 
who  live  and  work  in  the  same  routine  every  day.  Parliament  is  filled 
with  men  whose  names  are  in  household  use.  What  relationship  is 
there  between  me  and  Harold  Wilson,  Edward  Heath,  and  other  great 
MPs?  “  None,”  you  may  say.  How  wrong  you  are.  I  want  my 
name  to  become  a  household  name,  1  want  to  mingle  with  great 
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politicians.  “  Ambitious,”  you  might  say;  well,  that  is  fair  enough 
as  a  first  guess. 

One  of  my  first  recollections  was  sitting  on  my  grandfather’s 
knee  while  he  told  me  fairy  stories.  As  the  years  went  by,  the  stories 
changed.  Stories  about  the  injustices  suffered  by  cotton  workers  in 
the  last  century.  He  told  me  about  the  men  who  gathered  together  to 
fight  the  injustices;  the  pioneers  of  trade  unionism  who  fought  for  a 
better  life  and  rights  for  the  man  in  the  street.  He  had  been  a  great 
trade  unionist;  meeting  the  old  Socialist  who  had  influenced  him 
so  much.  He  began  to  influence  my  ideas. 

My  grandfather  began  work  at  the  age  of  twelve.  He  led  a  strike 
because  a  chemical  in  the  materials  he  was  working  with  made  the 
men  sick.  He  was  sacked,  but  the  union  paid  him,  and  he  became  a

regular  at  union  conferences.  He  showed  me  that  if  you  try  you  can 
do  anything. 

Every  night  we  sit  and  listen  to  the  news,  and  then  we  discuss  it. 
1  am  always  conscious  of  my  grandfather’s  authority;  he  never  misses 
anything  in  a  newspaper.  Then  we  get  the  old  history  book  out  and 
read  some  of  it.  arguing  a  point  if  we  don't  agree.  I  usually  lose  the 
arguments,  but  grandfather  always  consoles  me  by  saying  "  practice 
makes  perfect.”  We  then  take  a  look  at  one  of  his  histories  of  the 
Labour  Party,  and  the  political  service  is  over  (for  neither  of  us  can 
sing,  so  we  can’t  have  a  hymn).  My  grandfather  tells  me  about  the 
great  men  he  has  met,  what  they  said,  and  what  they  did.  Our 
greatest  idol  is  the  late  Sir  Winston  Churchill,  and  it  will  be  a  good 
man  who  can  replace  him.  He  was  the  real  centre  of  British  patriot¬ 
ism.  and  it  is  that  spirit  that  is  deep  down  in  me. 

Now  I  go  to  a  grammar  school  and  the  gulf  narrows  between 
Todmorden  and  London,  because  the  school  is  in  Liverpool.  I  can 
now  hear  about  the  conditions  my  friends'  parents  lived  in  in  the  war 
days.  I  now  take  part  in  class  discussion,  and  I  can  practice  my 
arguing  skills  on  various  topics.  I  like  to  voice  my  opinion,  and  I  love 
other  people  to  take  notice  of  what  I  have  said. 

Gradually  in  the  last  three  years  I  have  made  up  my  mind  what 
political  party  I  want  to  support.  It  has  not  been  an  easy  choice,  for 
both  parties  have  their  good  points,  but  I  have  come  out  a  strong 
Socialist.  The  whole  political  background  of  Britain  burst  out  on  me 
in  the  second  half  of  1964  when  the  election  was  in  full  swing.  My 
grandfather  sat  with  me  hours  explaining  policies,  and  how  bills 
became  acts,  and  many  other  things  that  made  everything  so  much 
clearer.  When  the  election  results  came  through  I  had  something  else 
to  chew  on.  What  would  the  Government  do  with  such  a  small 
majority? 

Now  I  live  with  Parliament  all  the  time.  My  career  depends  on 
it.  1  hear  the  news  every  day,  and,  of  course,  there  is  always  my  grand¬ 
father  putting  in  a  word  or  two  of  criticism  or  approval.  Parliament 
is  our  favourite  pastime,  and  it  has  made  both  of  us  very  happy. 

As  I  said  earlier,  I  love  expressing  my  views.  I  have  always  loved 
the  English  language,  and  my  favourite  subject  is  history;  I  also  do 
some  economics  in  my  spare  time.  I  am  a  strong  Socialist  who 
supports  the  rise  of  the  ordinary  working  man  in  Parliament  and  1  am 
a  full-time  Socialist  missionary  among  my  Tory  friends.  There  are  a 
lot  of  interesting  MPs  in  this  district;  Harold  Wilson,  Bessie  Brad- 
dock,  and  Simon  Mahon.  I  want  to  be  like  them.  I  want  to  march 
into  Parliament  and  make  myself  heard.  1  am  just  like  them,  one  of 
the  children  of  a  working  family.  They  fought  their  way  to  the  top, 
and  I  am  going  to  fight  very  hard,  too.

Parliament  just  doesn't  mean  something  to  me,  it  surrounds  me 
and  it  has  become  part  of  my  way  of  life.  It  is  like  a  building  at  the 
top  of  a  hill  that  1  have  to  reach.  1  have  to  go  slowly  step  by  step  like 
Dante  in  his  ‘  Paradiso.’  Sometimes  I  am  discouraged  by  my  work, 
but  I  just  have  to  think  of  ‘  Big  Ben  ’  and  I  am  off  again  like  a  pin 
near  a  strong  magnet. 

Diamonds  are  precious  because  they  are  rare  and  beautiful. 
Parliament  has  the  qualities  of  a  perfect  diamond — rare,  beautiful, 
and  with  many  faces  all  with  the  individual  colours,  but  all  blending 
into  one  glorious  effect.  I  just  want  to  be  a  small  part  of  the  great 
jewel  that  shines  out  from  a  world  ruled  by  dictators.  I  want  to  be 
a  champion  for  the  liberties  of  the  people.  My  ambition  is  to  do 
good  for  my  country  and  my  countrymen.” 


Crammar  School 

We  can  report  a  very  successful  sixth  year  of  the  scheme.  Our 
six  pupils  attending  the  neighbouring  Grammar  Schools  for  sighted 
children  continue  to  do  well  and  have  maintained  the  progress  made 
in  the  first  years. 

Vincent,  the  first  of  our  pupils  to  attend  Cardinal  Allen  Grammar 
School,  entered  Liverpool  University  last  September.  Prior  to  leaving 
he  obtained  G.C.E.  “  A  ”  level  in  French,  English  and  History  with 
a  Distinction  in  French  and  was  also  awarded  the  Liverpool  Univer¬ 
sity  Royal  Insitution  (Iliffe)  Scholarship  and  a  Wallasey  County 
Council  Scholarship.  He  is  enjoying  a  very  full  and  active  life  there 
and  hopes  to  take  an  Honours  Arts  degree  reading  Psychology  and 
French. 

Monica  who  completed  her  first  year  at  Broughton  Hall  in  1963 
and  then  went  to  live  in  South  America,  returned  to  us  in  May  in  last 
year  and  was  immediately  able  to  resume  her  place  with  her  former 
class  now  in  their  fifth  year.  She  is  taking  seven  subjects  in  her 
G.C.E.  examination  in  June  of  this  year. 

We  offer  our  sincere  thanks  to  the  Headmistress  and  Headmaster 
of  the  Grammar  Schools  and  to  the  teachers  in  those  schools  for  their 
great  interest  in  the  children.  Much  of  the  success  of  this  scheme  is 
undoubtedly  due  to  their  co-operation  and  help. 

We  are  always  deeply  grateful  to  the  Students  Library  for  the 
Blind  and  to  our  voluntary  transcribers  who  keep  the  children 
supplied  with  books.  The  transcribing  done  by  the  men  of  Walton 
Prison  is  invaluable  to  us.  It  also  helps  them  by  giving  them  the 
assurance  that  they  are  of  service  to  others  as  they  take  a  personal 
interest  in  the  children  and  follow  their  progress  very  keenly.  To  our

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School  Extensions 

After  over  a  year  of  work,  the  kitchen  with  ancillary  rooms  has 
now  been  completely  rebuilt,  extended  and  modernised.  This 
complicated  operation  had  to  be  done  at  the  same  time  as  providing 
meals  for  the  children  and  great  credit  is  due  to  the  Contractors, 
Messrs.  Hibberts  (Builders)  Ltd.,  the  Architect,  and  Sisters  involved. 
A  new  staff  room  has  also  been  completed  with  dining  and  leisure 
activity  space.

Youth  Club 

The  Youth  Club’s  newest  activity,  scouting,  continues  to  gain  in 
popularity.  After  practising  the  erection  of  tents  and  campbeds  on 
“  home  ground  ”  and  learning  the  theory  of  outdoor  cooking,  several 
of  the  Club  members  embarked  on  a  most  successful  overniglit  camp¬ 
ing  expedition  on  the  banks  of  the  river  Dee  at  Carrog-  by  courtesy 
of  Father  Fox  of  the  Divine  Word  Fathers  to  whom  the  campsite 
belongs. 

Although  the  camp  in  Wales  was  such  a  marvellous  new  de¬ 
parture  for  our  blind  boys,  a  further  opportunity  arose  when  two  of 
the  masters  were  able  to  take  six  boys  for  an  extended  weekend 
camping  visit  to  St.  Joseph’s  School  for  the  Blind,  Dublin.  The 
thrill  of  the  boat  journey  by  night  and  the  opportunity  of  inter¬ 
mingling  with  the  Irish  boys  made  this  weekend  one  that  is  still 
talked  of  an  will  be  remembered  for  many  years  to  come. 

As  a  return  gesture,  St.  Vincent’s  played  host  to  a  party  of  four 
blind  boys  from  St.  Joseph’s,  taking  part  for  the  first  time  in  the 
Manchester  Braille  Reading  Competition.  The  Irish  party  received 
a  very  warm  welcome  from  the  organisers  and  all  concerned  in  the 
Competiton  and  the  youngest  member  of  the  group,  ten  year  old 
Sean  Claffey,  was  given  a  tremendous  ovation  when  he  was  awarded 
First  Prize  in  his  Reading  Group  (as  St.  Vincent’s  took  a  goodly 
number  of  the  remaining  prizes  the  bonds  of  International  Friend¬ 
ship  were  not  badly  strained).

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RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

I  — This  Institution  is  under  the  protection  of  the  Blessed  Vitkin  Mary  and  St.  Joseph, 
and  is  called  the  “  CATHOLIC  BLIND  INSTITUTE  AND  SCHOOL,'  its  objects  being  to 
a  fiord  to  the  Catholic  Blind  an  elementary  education  and  instruction  in  those  branches  ot  industry 
which  shall  be  found  suitable  to  each  inmate's  capacity,  and  to  bring  them  up  in  the  principles 
of  their  religion. 

The  income  and  property  of  the  Institute  whencesoever  derived  shall  be  applied  solely 
towards  the  promotion  of  the  objects  of  the  Institute  according  to  the  Constitution,  and  no  portion 
thereof  shall  be  paid  or  transferred  directly  or  indirectly  by  way  of  dividend,  bonus  or  otherwise 
howsoever  by  way  of  profit  to  members  of  the  Institute  or  any  one  of  them.  Provided  that  nothing 
herein  shall  prevent  the  payment  in  good  faith  of  reasonable  remuneration  to  any  member  ot  the 
Institute  in  return  for  services  actually  rendered  to  the  Institute. 

II.  —The  property  of  the  Institution  shall  be  vested  in  Trustees,  and  the  formation  of  the 
Rules  and  the  Government  of  the  Institution  shall  be  confined  to  a  Committee,  existing  ot  a 
President,  Chairman.  Treasurer,  Secretary,  and  not  more  than  twelve  or  less  than  six  others,  two 
at  least  of  whom  shall  be  clergy,  to  be  elected  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Subscribers. 

III. — All  Subscribers  of  10s.  and  upwards  shall  be  entitled  to  a  vote  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

IV.  — A  meeting  of  the  Subscribers  shall  be  held  once  a  year  to  consider  the  Report  and 
Accounts  of  the  previous  year,  and  to  appoint  the  Officers,  but  the  Committee  shall  have  power 
to  fill  up  all  casual  vacancies. 

V. — The  Committee  shall  hold  Monthly  Meetings  to  transact  the  ordinary  business  of  the 
Institution,  and  the  Chairman  shall  be  empowered  to  call  Special  Meetings  as  often  as  he  may 
deem  it  necessary. 

VI.  — All  applications  for  admission  shall  be  laid  before  the  Committee,  who  shall  admit  or 
reject  such  applications  at  their  discretion. 

VII. -  Applicants  must  produce  a  testimonial  of  good  moral  character,  as  also  a  certificate 
of  health,  signed  by  a  medical  gentleman,  and  a  certificate  of  baptism. 

VIII. — Every  applicant  must  have  a  sufficient  guarantee  or  the  payment  of  the  pension 
required,  and  must  be  provided  with  a  sufficient  stock  of  clothing  according  to  the  Regulations 
of  the  Committee,  unless  the  Committee  shall  make  a  special  exemption  in  any  particular  case, 
cither  as  to  pension  or  clothes. 

N.B. — Applicants  subject  to  fits  are  not  admissable. 

IX.  — When  an  inmate  is  about  to  leave  the  Institute  or  School,  the  said  inmate  shall  be 
removed  by  his  or  her  friends,  at  their  expense,  on  receiving  notice  from  the  Secretary. 

X.  — The  inmates  shall  be  required,  under  penalty  of  dismissal  by  the  Committee,  to  obey 
the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Institution.
